HAS BUII.T MANY MISSIONS. 

Rev. Mr. Mann, who is about 
sixty years of age, is general mis- 
sionary of the Episcopal Church to 
the dertf-niules of Ihe middle and 
western diocese. He was appoint- 
ed to that position in 187*i, and 
has, since that time, been making 
visitj* to all of the large cities in 
the teriitory assigned to him. 

He has been instrumental in 
building up a large number of mis- 
sions expressly for deaf-mutes, and 
has been the means of bringinj; 
nearly one thousand deaf mutes 
and their children into the com- 
munion of the Church. Although 
his home is in Cleveland, he is con 
tinually traveling. After leaving 
here he will go to Detroit, where 
services will lie held next Sunday. 

ORaAMIZRl' 

R(>v. Mr Mann was licensed hy 
the Right Reverend Samuel Allan 
McCoskry, first Bishop of Michigan, 
Four years ago he celebrated in 
this city the twenty fifth anniver- 
sjuy of his first visit to Cincinnati, 
when he organized St. Maik's Mis- 
sion. Since that first vi.sit he has 
been a guest of friend.v her-' "• ■> "■ 
six times each year. 

He has the distinction 01 iteing 
the first deaf mute ordained west 
of the Alleghiinies, and the second 
deaf-mute oidained since apostolic 
daj's. He is now the oldest of the 
seven deaf-mute clergy of the Epis- 
copal Church in the \Tnited States 
and England, and, as t hew are no 
deaf clergy outside of Ihe English 
speaking people, he is, therefore, 
the oldest dwtf-niutc clerirx man in 
Ihe world.

,had t,<> take. King is now an old 
man of GO, with little left but the 
memories of tils old Itaseball days. 

" He is almost entirely helpless, 
an<l spends his days iti the infirm- 
ary hospital, either in l>ed or in his 
wliecd-c'hair. He has been in the 
infirmary since 1898.

"Was he a r«»al "dummy" or 
was he one of the " foxiest " prison- 
ers that was ever leceived si Ihe 
p'nitenliary ? Tra H. Mnndell, the 
only deaf and dumb man behind 
the walls, was rel<«ased Saturday 
morning upon the expiration of a 
one year siMileiice, from Columl>i 
ana County, for giand larceny.

" Deputy Warden N^ood believes 
tlial he has sefv<>d terms in other 
pri.sons, but Miiiidell wouhl not say 
anytliing, when Iliey tried to talk 
with Jiim with pencil and paper. 
He ilid not say anything jiuring his 
trial, but was considered a very 
" foxy " individual.
